* God doth not commit sin; for his 
ed remaineth in him: and he can- 
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not sin, because he is born of God.” 

Sin ruins all relationship with God. 
First, it hinders the prayer life. See 
Romans 8:7, “Because the carnal 
mind is enmity against God: for it is 
not subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be,” also Rom. 8:8, “So 
then they that are in the flesh can- 
not please God.” Certainly we cannot 
please God while in a spirit of rebel- 
lion. Adam and Eve enjoyed commun- 
ion with God until they sinned. Thus 
it caused a great chasm between man 
and God which was never successfully 
bridged until God in His great love 
gave His only Son that whosoever be- 
lieveth on Him should have eternal 
life. Jer. 5:25b, “Your sins have with- 
holden good things from you.” That is 
the reason of the low ebb of spiritual- 
ity in churches and in hearts of in- 
dividuals. The wages of sin is death in 
three ways; viz, spiritually, physically, 
and eternally. Sin ruins homes and 
nations. Numbers 32:23, “Be sure 
your sin will find you out.” As we go 
on and turn history’s pages we read 
of great empires which at one time 
were flourishing, but later fell. Why? 
Because of sin. “Pride goeth before 
destruction and a haughty spirit be- 
fore a fall.” 

You may say, “What has that to do 
with the sin topic?” Everything. One 
of the greatest evils of the present 
day is the haughty spirit and, sad to 
say, it is getting into the pulpit. You 
know it is true. Isa. 58:1, “Cry aloud, 
spare not, lift up thy voice like a 
trumpet, and shew my people their 
transgression, and the house of Jacob 
their sins.” You ask why so much 
worldliness is in the churches of to- 
day. It is because the leaders have 
failed to show people their transgres- 
sions and warn them, as God told 
Ezekiel. “So thou, O Son of man, I 
have set thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel; therefore thou shalt 
hear the word at my mouth, and warn 
them from me.” God speaking to Eze- 
kiel, said, “If the watchman seeth the 
sword come, and blow not the trum- 
pet, and the people be not warned, ... 
his blood will I require at the watch- 
man’s hand.”

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God's Financial Plan ¢ 


The word “plan” means method, or 
manner of procedure, system, etc., 
and in this case it is God’s method or 
manner of financing the gospel or His 
Church. God certainly has a plan 
which is outlined in the Bible, which 
plan is just as necessary and essen- 
tial and as obligatory on your part 
and mine as any doctrine in the 
Bible. We heard of a preacher once 
who, after preaching on the subject 
of “Free Salvation,” proceeded to 
raise an offering, and a member said 
to him, “Brother, you have just in- 
formed us in your sermon that salva- 
tion is free, then why this offering?” 
The preacher answered, “Yes, water 
is free, but it takes dollars and cents 
to pipe it to you. It isn’t the water we 
pay for, but the service we get.” So 
it is with religion. Salvation is free 
but it takes dollars and cents to get 
it to the people. Therefore, God in all 
the other arrangements of salvation 
for the human family included a fi- 
nancial plan which, according to the 
Bible. is TITHES and OFFERINGS. 

The first mention of tithes found in 
the Bible is Gen. 14:17-20. Abram, 
who was later called Abraham, after 
delivering Lot and his possessions 
from Sodom and Gomorrah, met Mel- 
chizedek king of Salem, who brought 
forth bread and wine, and he was the 
priest of the most high God. I don’t 
find where Abram had any particular 
instructions concerning tithes, but 
the Bible says, in verse 20, that he 
gave him tithes of all. I understand 
from the word “all” used here that he 
did not deduct any expenses, and I 
am sure in delivering Lot from cap- 
tivity he had plenty of expense. Of 
course, I know that some claim this 
was under the law, but its happened to 
be four hundred and thirty years be- 
fore the Law; so we will just have to 
admit that when Abram met God his 
first thought was tithes. This has 
been the thought of many who have 
not met the Lord, and yet many who 
have professed Christ seem to have 
never given tithes a thought. 

Our next scripture will be Gen. 28: 
16-22, and this happened 1760 B. C. 
Jacob, while fleeing from Esau his 
brother, whom he had deceived in his 
birthright and blessing, lighted upon 
a certain place and tarried there all

night. After taking a stone for a pil- 
low he lay down in that place to sleep, 
and he dreamed and, behold, a ladder 
set upon the earth and the top of it 
reached unto heaven, and behold the 
angels of the Lord ascending and 
descending on it. Of course, the Lord 
stood ‘above it, and said, “I am the 
Lord God of Abraham thy Father,” 


“and several promises he made to Ja- 


cob, whereupon Jacob awaked from 
his sleep and was afraid, saying, 
“This is a dreadful place; this is none 
other than the house of God, and this 
is the gate of heaven.” He took the 
stone he had used for a pillow and set 
it up for a pillar, which he anointed 
with oil, and said, “This stone which 
I have set for a pillar shall be God’s 
house and of all that thou shalt give 
me I will surely give the tenth unto 
thee.” 

The foregoing is only emblematic 
of the Church of God mentioned in 
1 Tim. 3:15, but let us notice again 
that Jacob, as did his father before 
him, when he met the Lord and was 
blessed of him, made tithes his first 
thought, and what’s more he prom- 
ised to pay tithes of all God gave him 
and his net income was not men- 
tioned. Another thing we would like 
to notice, Jacob was Abraham’s son. 
Of course, he was doing like his fa- 
ther. You say, “Well, that’s natural,” 
but, listen to what Jesus said to the 
Jews, John 8:39. After they had in- 
formed Him that they were Abra- 
ham’s children, He said unto them, 
“If ye were Abraham’s children ye 
would do the works of Abraham.” We 
all like to boast of Abraham being 
our father, but about how much do we 
favor him in works? Some will say, 
“Yes, but all your argument is under 
the Law or the Old Testament.” Well, 
come with me to Matt. 23:23. Listen to 
Jesus, “Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cummin, 
and have omitted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone.” 
Now here were some people who did 
not have a bit of religion but paid 
their tithes. In other words, they were 


all wrong with the exception of pay- 
ing their tithes. That was the only 
thing they were doing right. Then we 
hear Jesus say, Matthew 5:20, “For I 
say unto you, That except your right- 
eousness shall exceed the righteous- 
ness of the scribes and Pharisees, ye 
shall in no case enter into the kin 
dom of heaven.” It appears to 
that if these scribes and Pharisees 
could pay their tithes with no salva- 
tion at all, we who have the best sal- 
vation in the world could pay our 
tithes, and as Abraham and Jacob, it 
should be our first thought upon our 
contact with God. 


The question nas been asked, “ON 
WHAT SHOULD WE PAY TITHES?” 
Some seem to think that they should 
pay tithes only on their net income. 
If this were true of all, the preacher 
would go to a secular job for a liveli- 
hood or starve. In the beginning of 
this article we explained that Abra- 
ham and Jacob paid tithes of. all. 
The word “all” means wholly or com- 
pletely, like all day or all night, all 
the men or every one. It just means 
what it says—all; and, of course, if 
we are Abraham’s children we should 
at least favor him in some way. Why 
not our finance? All right, Lev. 27: 
30-34. All the tithe of the seed of the 
land and fruit of the tree is the 
Lord’s, and if ye redeem ought of the 
tithes (borrow until next payday), 
pay or add the fifth part, which is 
about 20 per cent. You can borrow 
money from anybody cheaper than 
you can borrow God’s money. 

“Concerning the tithe of the herd, 
or of the flock even of whatsoever 
passeth under the rod, the tenth ¢ 
holy unto the Lord ... whether go 
or bad, neither shall he change it: it 
shall not be redeemed.” That means 
take them as they come. We are not 
to separate the little, poor calves to 
give God, and we don’t find anything 
deducted for expense. Neh. 10:37, 
“And that we should bring the first- 
fruits of our dough, (this word 
“dough” is called “groats” in the 
Moffatt translation and means oats 
or wheat with the husk taken off), 
and of our offerings, and the fruit of 
all manner of trees, of wine and 
oil.” The scribes and Pharisees p 
of their mint, anise, and cummfi, 
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thus we have tried to explain what we 
should pay tithes of. 

Then here comes the question 
“WHERE SHOULD WE PAY 
TITHES?” Some seem to think that 
they should just give them here and 
there, just wherever they might see a 
needy circumstance; but not so, God 
has a plan, as we have already stated, 
and we who follow the Lord are ob- 
ligated to that plan. Notice Deut. 12: 
11-14. “Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest: But unto the 
place which the Lord shall choose out 
of all your tribes toput his name 


there .... seek, and .... come and 
thither shall ye bring your free will 
offerings, and .... tithes.” Mal. 3:10, 


“Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in 
mine house (my house, the Church of 
God, 1 Tim. 3:15), and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if I 
will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing, 
that there shall not be room enougn 
to receive it.” Neh. 13:12, “Then 
brought all Judah the tithe of corn 
and the new wine and the oil, unio 
the storerooms. And in charge of the 
storerooms I appointed as treasurers, 
Shelemiah the priest, and Zadoz the 
scribe, and Pedaiah from the Levites, 
assisted by Hanan the son of Matta- 
niah, who were reckoned reliable men; 
their duty was to distribute the tithe 
among their fellows. My God, remem- 
ber this to my credit; forget not the 
good service I have done to the house 
of my God and its rites.” Nehemian 
here was courting God’s favors after 
he had respected His house, and that 
is every man’s right when we have 
done the right thing, especially con- 
cerning our finance. Of course, when 
we think in terms of where we should 
pay our tithes, it is plain from the 
foregoing that we should pay into the 
treasury where our membership is, 
and that is according to the teachings 
of the Church of God. 
Someone will ask, “WHEN SHOULD 
I PAY TITHES?” Some pay one time 
and some another. Some pay every 
six months. Well, it’s better late than 
never. Amos 4:4 tells us that Israel 
paid tithes every three years. But 
Paul commanded the Corinthians 
(1 Cor. 16:2), “Upon the first day of 
the week (which is Sunday) let every 
one of you lay by him in store as God 
hath prospered him.” This does not 
@ whether tithes or offerings but in 
my opinion it means both. The Mof- 
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fatt translation says, “You must carry 
out the same arrangements as I made 
for the churches of Galatia; on the 
first day of the week let each of you 
put aside a sum from his weekly 
gains.” This was a collection for 
the saints, but he said the same rule 
had been applied to the churches in 
Galatia. Therefore, we take for grant- 
ed that Sunday, or the first day 
of the week, is the proper time to pay 
tithes. Of course, we know circum- 
stances altar cases. Where this can- 
not be carried out then the next best 
practical thing is feasible. But gen- 
erally speaking, I am sure the Church 
of God everywhere advocates Sunday 
as the day to pay your tithes. 

Now a few thoughts on WHY PAY 
TITHES? First, as already explained, 
it is a Bible doctrine. Second, God has 
promised an extra blessing, not ob- 
tained otherwise, to those who pay 
tithes. No place in the Bible do we 
find where any act other than paying 
tithes will open unto us the windows 
of heaven. Third, the Lord has prom- 
ised to rebuke the devourer which 
would destroy the fruit of our ground, 
if we would pay tithes. Fourth, we 
would be a delightsome land and all 
nations would call us blessed. Fifth 
and last but not least, it is the only 


support for the ministry as outlined | 


by the Bible and the Church of God. 
Num. 18:21, “Behold, I have given the 
children of Levi (ministers) all the 
tenth of Israel for an inheritance, for 
their service which they serve, even 
the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation.” Neh. 13:10. Nehemiah 
perceived on his second visit to Jeru- 
salem that the portion of the Levites 
had not been given them (the people 
had not paid their tithes), for the Le- 
vites and singers had fled to the 
field; yes, gone to secular work for a 
livelihood. Something had to be done. 
2 Chronicles 31. During Hezekiah’s re- 
formation and when Israel had re- 
turned from their idols to their right- 
ful possessions, he appointed the 
courses of the priest and Levites, and 
commanded the people who dwelt in 
Jerusalem to give the portion of the 
priests and Levites that they might be 
encouraged in the law of the Lord. 
Many will say that my argument is 
under the Law and does not apply to- 
day, but go with me to Numbers 18:19, 
relative to tithes and offerings as the 
only support for the ministry. This is 
given to us, our sons and daughters, 
“by a statute forever, it is a covenant 
of salt for ever before the Lord unto 
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thee and to thy seed with thee.” The 
Moffatt translation says it is a per- 
petual compact, or an agreement be- 
tween parties, and the word “perpe- 
tual” means continuing or lasting for 
ever in future time, destined to be 
eternal. This means God’s financial 
plan will last till Jesus comes. Lev. 
2:13 said don’t offer anything with- 
out first salting it. Rom. 12:1 said of- 
fer our bodies. Matt. 5:13 said, “Ye 
are the salt of the earth.” Mark 9:50 
said, “Have salt in yourselves, and 
have peace one with another.” To be 
sure, the foregoing refers directly to 
God’s financial plan, relative to sup- 
port of the ministry. If not, why not? 
1 Cor. 9:7, 14, “Who goeth a warfare 
any time at his own charge? who 
planteth a vineyard, and eateth not 
of the fruit thereof? or who feedeth a 
flock, and eateth not of the milk of 
the flock? If we have sown unto you 
spiritual things, is it a great thing if 
we shall reap your carnal things 
(tithes and offerings)? Do ye not 
know that they which minister about 
holy things live of the things of the 
temple? ...Even so hath the Lord or- 
dained that they which preach the 
gospel, should live of the gospel.” 
Thus we explain why we pay tithes, 
and we prayerfully trust that this 
article will serve to bless every one 
who reads it. Amen.

Text, 1 Cor. 9:27, “But I keep under 
my body, and bring it into subjection: 
lest that by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself should 
be a castaway.” 

There is much being said about 
eternal security. The meaning of this 
term in modern theological termi- 
nology is that it is impossible to fall 
from grace, or he who is once saved 
can never be lost. We only have to 
give this doctrine the acid test by lay- 
ing it alongside the Bible to see how 
unscriptural and devastating it is. 

I once heard a champion of this 
theory, in his closing remarks, try to 
add weight to his doctrine by stating 
the great numbers which adhere to it. 
In the story of Gideon’s army, David’s 
sin in numbering Israel, and through- 
out the gospel story, it seems as if 
God would not have us base our se- 
curity on numbers but in Him and 
His Word. “Because strait is the gate, 
and narrow is the way, which leadeth 
unto life, and few there be that find 
it,” Matt. 7:14. If numbers are the de- 
ciding factors in ascertaining the 
truth or merit of a doctrine, does not 
Mohammedanism and Buddhism rival 
Christianity? 

Again, the above mentioned speaker 
seemed to want to add prestige to 
his doctrine by giving a list of learned 
religious teachers who have promul- 
gated it. I have nothing but a word of 
honor for men who teach God’s Word, 
but I ask, Is man infallible? Martin 
Luther was one of the greatest Chris- 
tian teachers of all times. He was 
learned and gifted of God. One Com- 
mentator says: “The whole Word of 
God was at his finger tips.” He 
brought to nothing the wisdom of the 
champions of Roman Catholicism, yet 
he taught transubstantiation. We 
Protestants do not accept this doc- 
trine because Luther was such a great 
and learned man. We let the Word of 
God supersede his erroneous inter- 
pretation of the communion. In all 
his greatness he was not infallible. 
Why not give this poor lost world 
“Thus saith the Lord” and let man 
take a lower seat? Paul tells us in 1 
Cor. 2:5 that he would not have: us 
put our faith in the wisdom of men. 
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A security based on the wisdom of 
men or anything but Holy Writ, is a 
false security. 

Let us see what the Old Testament 
says on the subject. “But when the 
righteous turneth away from his 
righteousness, and committeth ini- 
quity, and doeth according to all the 
abominations that the wicked man 
doeth, shall he live? All his righteous- 
ness that he hath done shall not be 
mentioned: ‘in his trespass that he 
hath trespassed, and in his sin that 
he hath sinned, in them shall he die,” 
Ezek. 18:24. So we see that under the 
Mosaical covenant, man could never 
reach a state of righteousness so 
great that be could go back into sin 
and still be secure. Some may say that 
was a different dispensation, it is not 
so under grace. Let us hear the Au- 
thor of grace, on the subject. “I am 
the true vine, and my Father is the 
husbandman. Every branch in me 
that beareth not fruit he taketh 
away: and every branch that beareth 
fruit, he purgeth it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit. Now ye are clean 
through the word which I have 
spoken unto you. Abide in me, and I 
in you. As the branch cannot bear 
fruit of itself, except it abide in the 
vine; no more can ye, except ye abide 
in me. I am the vine, ye are the 
branches: He that abideth in me, and 
I in him, the same bringeth forth 
much fruit: for without me ye can do 
nothing. If a man abide not in me, he 
is cast forth as a branch, and is with- 
ered; and men gather them, and cast 
them into the fire, and they are 
burned.” John 15:1-6. For a person to 
be in Christ he must be a partaker of 
grace. Paul says in 2 Cor. 5:17, “If 
any man bein Christ he is a new 
creature,” in other words, has experi- 
enced the new birth. Jesus tells us 
plainly in these scriptures that those 
who have experienced the new birth 
and are in Him, if they do not abide 
in Him, are cast forth as a branch. We 
find the unrefutable scriptural solu- 
tion of this controversy in these 
scriptures. We are secure so long as 
we abide in Christ and no longer. 
When a saved person goes back into 
sin, they are no longer in Him and are 


very insecure. St. John is very careful 
to tell us to abide in Him. 

Some tell us Paul taught eternal se- 
curity, in Rom. 8:38, 39, “For I am 
persuaded, that neither death, no 
life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor things 
to come, nor height, nor depth, nor 
any other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 
Let us read the three preceding 
verses and rightly divide the Word of 
Truth, and get what Paul was teach- 
ing. “Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? Shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword? As it is 
written, for thy sake we are killed all 
the day long; we are accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all 
these things we are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us,” 
Rom. 8:35-37. Paul would have us 
know that the Christian religion is 
not a flimsy dogma, as heathen reli- 
gions are; but a living reality that 
will stand the test of adversity. If we 


abide in Him and hold to our integ- 


rity, tribulation, distress, and perse- 
cution only fan the flame of holy love 
in our soul. The torture of being 
stoned for Christ did not turn Paul 
against Christ. Having his back beat- 
en for Christ’s sake did not separate 
him from Christ. The unbias mind can 
see that Paul did not have the sin- 
ning question in mind when he 
penned Rom. 8:38, 39. Nowhere in 
Holy Writ do we find it expressed or 
implied that transgression will not 
separate us from Christ, but just the 
opposite. 

If we are in doubt as to Paul’s 
teaching on this subject, let us turn 
to 1 Cor. 9:27, “But I keep under my 
body, and bring it into subjection: 
lest that by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself should 
be a castaway.” This is so plain and 
direct, it seems to me this one verse of 
scripture is enough to convince those 
who are willing to take the Word in 
preference to tradition. Some com- 
mentators, in trying to explain away 
the effect of this passage of scripture, 
tell us “castaway” is a translation of 
the Greek ADOKIMOS—the meaning 
of which is disapproved. There are 
just two classes with God, the ap- 
proved and the disapproved. All sin- 
ners are disapproved. It will be an 
awful thing to face God on the great 
resurrection morning and hear Hi 
disapproval. The very structure o 
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this verse of scripture proves that 
the last word carries with it a strong 
sense of judgment. Paul was not 
keeping under his body and bringing 
t into subjection lest that by any 
means he should be blessed. To sub- 
titute any word for “castaway” that 
does not carry with it a strong sense 
of judgment, makes the sentence very 
inconsistent, and we know Paul was 
not an inconsistent writer. 

Paul continues in the tenth chapter 
and gives us his exegesis against 
eternal security. In the first four 
verses he tells us how Israel received 
more grace than any people prior to 
the cross of Calvary. The fifth verse 
tells us they displeased God and were 
overthrown in the wilderness, and the 
sixth verse says these things were 
our examples. Again Paul says, in the 
eleventh verse, all these things hap- 
pen for ensamples, and were written 
for our admonition. Then he gives us 
plainly what he is driving at. “Where- 
fore let him that thinketh he stand- 
eth take heed lest he fall,” 1 Cor. 10: 
12. If the theory that it is impossible 
to fall is true, then Paul admonishes 
us to take heed lest we do the impos- 
sible; but I can hardly think of Paul 
as being so absurd. This doctrine 
taught by Paul, only harmonizes with 
the teachings of Jesus in St. John 15: 
1-6 and Matt. 24:13. That is, that we 
are secure only so long as we abide in 
Christ and no longer; and when we 
willfully transgress, we fall. 

In 2 Peter 1:5-7, we are admonished 
to add certain graces to our Chris- 
tian experience. Then 2 Peter 1:10, 
“Wherefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to make your calling 
and election sure: for if you do these 
things, ye shall never fall.” The in- 
ference is that if we fail to do 
these things we will fall. If it is im- 
possible to fall, as some say, why does 
Peter tell us how to keep from fall- 

g? If modern theologians can prove 
their theory of eternal security, they 
make Paul and Peter look ridiculous. 
I wonder if telling people they can’t 
fall will cause them to be diligent and 
seek after these virtues; will it make 
them more faithful to Christ and in 
their duties to the church? 

In regards to the theory that a per- 
son who has once been born again 
and gone back into sin is eternally se- 
cure, no matter what they do, and 
that they have a higher standing with 
God than the person who has never 


: Qe the new birth, let us no- 


ice the following: “For if after they 
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have escaped the pollutions of the 
world through the knowledge of the 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, they are 
again entangled therein, and over- 
come, the latter end is worse with 
them than the beginning. For it had 
been better for them not to have 
known the way of righteousness, 
than, after they have known it, to 
turn from the holy commandment 
delivered unto them,” 2 Peter 2:20, 21. 
We _ see by the foregoing scriptures 
that itis a dangerous thing to go 
back into sin, after being liberated 
from it by the knowledge of the Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ, but thanks 
be to a merciful and loving God, He 
does not leave the cause of a back- 
slider hopeless. - “My little children, 
these things write I unto you, that ye 
sin not. And if any man sin, we have 
an advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous: and he is the 
propitiation for our sins: and not for 
our’s only, but also for the sins of the 
whole world.” 1 John 2:1, 2 Let us no- 
tice James 5:19, 20, “Brethren, if any 
of you do err from the truth, and one 
convert him; let him know, that he 
which converteth the sinner from the 
error of his way shall save a soul from 
death, and shall hide a multitude of 
sins.” Here James speaking of a 
brother—which term in the New 
Testament means a saved person— 
after he errs from the truth, calls him 
a sinner and says if he is converted 
his soul is saved from death. He 
makes it plain that if a brother errs 
and becomes a sinner and is not con- 
verted, his soul is dead and will be 
eternally. In the foregoing scriptures 
we find this truth: through the bless- 
ed advocacy of Christ, a backslider 
can be converted, his soul saved from 
death and his multitude of sins 
covered. However, if he thinks he is 
eternally secure and doesn’t feel his 
need to repent and cry for mercy, 
how can he avail himself of this God- 
given privilege? Some would have us 
believe this advocacy of Christ goes 
on unknowingly to the sinning 
brother and without his request. This 
is foreign to the plan of salvation. No 
human being has ever secured for- 
giving grace without first deeply feel- 
ing his need. 

The theory that there is an im- 
mutable law in the plan of salvation, 
that every backslider will turn back 
to God somewhere down life’s path- 
way and will give his heart to God, 
is unscriptural. I ask where in God’s 
Word is the chapter and verse to sub- 


stantiate it? To some this theory may 
be a legacy handed down as an heir- 
loom of the family, but, dear friend, 
the only thing we mortals can base 
our security on is the Word of God. 
The Word says, “Whosoever will.” God 
is no more obligated to restore the 
backslider to his former state, unless 
the backslider first wills it and 
meets conditions, than He is obligated 
to save any other sinner without his 
first repenting and meeting condi- 
tions. It is true that backsliders, if 
they are conscious at death, beg God 
for mercy. As for that, don’t most all 
sinners, even infidels do the same? 
Many a person has begged God for 
mercy after he has sinned away the 
days of mercy. “And the Lord said, My 
spirit shall not always strive with 
man, for that he also is flesh: yet his 
days shall be an hundred and twenty 
years,” Gen. 6:3. 

The illustrations “Our child is al- 
ways our child no matter what he 
does” and “We cannot be born twice” 
are only reason and logic and not 
Bible. This logic is true concerning 
natural laws. We can never arrive at 
the truth of God by reason, but only 
by the teachings of the Scriptures. 
Reason has taught men that we came 
into existence by evolution, but God’s 
Word says God created man. 

Peter says the latter end of those 
who have escaped the pollutions of 
the world through the knowledge of 
Christ and are again entangled there- 
in and overcome, is worse than the 
beginning. 2 Peter 2:20, 21. So, also 
oftentimes the remorse of the back- 
slider is greater and the sorrow that 
brings to repentance deeper, than 
when he first found Christ. The back- 
slider should be so sincere. and fer- 
vent with God that merely ask- 
ing the Lord at bedtime to forgive his 
many sins, would not satisfy the 
longings of his soul. Nothing short of 
an instantaneous work of the Spirit, 
in which the Spirit of God bears 
witness with the backslider’s spirit, 
that he is a child of God, will bring 
real peace to the soul and make it 
secure. The doctrine, that there is no 
hell, universalism and eternal secu- 
rity, all work to the same end. They 
cause men to feel secure in their sins 
and to stand in judgment as sinners 
and hear God’s eternal disapproval.

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A Good Pastor

Our English word “pastor” comes 
from the Hebrew “RA’AH” and Greek 
“poimen” and means “to tend a 
flock,” “to rule,” “to associate with as 
a friend,” “feed,” “to make friendship 
with,” etc. 

Just why God has seen fit to term 
the “church” as a flock and the pas- 
tor as a shepherd, we would not be 
able to explain fully in a short article, 
but suffice it to say that in the Fa- 
ther’s great wisdom and loving care 
for His children He has chosen to 
have a sheepfold (church) and shep- 
herd (pastor). 

In the days of Israel, God seemed to 
be displeased with some pastors be- 
cause they had failed to care for the 
people, and He said, “My people hath 
been lost sheep: their shepherds have 
caused them to go astray, they have 
turned them away on the mountains; 
they have gone from mountain to hill, 
they have forgotten their resting 
place. All that found them have de- 
voured them; and their adversaries 
said, We offend not.” Notice the piti- 
ful condition of the sheep: “Lost 
sheep”; “They have forgotten their 
resting place.” Then notice God’s ac- 
cusation against the pastors: “Their 
shepherds have caused them to go as- 
tray”; “They have turned them 
away on the mountains.” 

What a charge from Almighty God 
concerning His people and pastors! 
Read Jer. 3:15. Note His interest in 
backslidden Israel. “I will give you 
pastors after my own heart.” Our 
Lord spoke of the good shepherd who 
was willing to go after the sheep that 
was lost. Sometimes he may be a 
lamb with “no wool” but if we bring 
him back, bind up his broken legs, 
feed. and care for him, he will be 
grown and able to produce some day. 

In the first five months of this As- 
sembly year, God has given to the 
Church of God five thousand eight 
hundred eighty-four new members. 
According to reports of our ministers 
there have been seventeen thousand 
five hundred eleven saved. What a 
blessed trust. Will our pastors care for 
them? 

This writer was impressed greatly 
not so long ago when he was at a 
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service where members were being re- 
ceived into the Church. With a dig- 
nity, pride, and humility the pastor 
held the Bible out asking if each can- 
didate were saved? would he obey the 
teaching of the Church as outlined by 
the Assembly? Would he support the 
Church with prayers, presence, and 
finance? Did he believe this was the 
Church of God? Was he joining it of 
their own free will?’ And, last of all, 
would he, when tempted, call on the 
church and pastor to help him before 
giving up? The minister said, “Your 
pastor will come to your aid any hour 
of the night you call.” 


Some peuple were not reared in 
Christian homes. They have not much 
spiritual help except what they re- 
ceive at the Church. They are not ac- 
customed to the Christian life. They 
do not know how to overcome the 
enemy of their souls. Some have great 
anticipation and try to live perfect, 
but are only “babes in Christ.” They 
need the tender care of a good pastor. 


Eph. 4:11. A “God-given pastor’ is 
for: “And he gave some apostles; and 
some prophets; and some, evangel- 
ists; and some, pastors and teachers: 
For the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for the edi- 
fying of the body of Christ; Till we all 
come in the unity of the faith, and of 
the knowledge of the Son of God unto 
a perfect man, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fulness of Christ; 
That we henceforth be no more chil- 
dren, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, by 
the sleight of men, and cunning 
craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive; But speaking the truth in 
love, may grow up into him in all 
things, which is the head, even 
Christ: From whom the whole body 
fitly joined together and compacted 
by that which every point supplieth, 
according to the effectual working 
in the measure of every part, maketh 
increase of the body unto the edifying 
of itself in love.” 

A good pastor watches for the soul. 
Heb. 13:17. God’s man feeds the flock, 
Acts 20:28. He takes the oversight. 1 
Peter 5:2. 


If a God-called pastor will put his 
time, talent, heart, and soul into his 
work, feed his people a good balanced 
diet of the Word of God, show to h 
flock that he loves them, they w 
grow, produce, support God’s Church, 
be a lighthouse to the lost, love each 
other, be happy, and prove to the 
world that the best life is that of a 
Christian. The pastor will not want 
for anything for, “Who goeth a war- 
fare any time at his own charges? 
who planteth a vineyard, and eateth

high. 

Ezek. 3:17-19, “Son of man, I have 
made thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel: therefore hear the 
word at my mouth, and give them 
warning from me. When I say unto 
the wicked, Thou shalt surely die; 
and thou givest him not warning, nor 
speakest to warn the wicked from 
his wicked way, to save his life; 
the same wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I require 
at thine hand. Yet if thou warn the 
wicked, and he turn not from his 
wickedness, nor from his wicked way, 
he shall die in his iniquity but thou 
hast delivered thy soul.” 

May God grant us “pastors after his 
own heart” who will go to the moun- 
tains, if needs be, and bring the err- 
ing, straying, cold, hungry, crippled, 
torn, beaten, or backslidden children 
of His back to the fold.

“Ye know, ... I have been ... serv- 
ing the Lord with all humility of 
mind, and with many tears, and 
Lemptations, how I kept back 
nothing that was profitable unto you, 
but have shewed you, and have 
taught you publically, and from house 
to house testifying . . . repentance to- 
ward God, and faith toward our Lord 
Jesus Christ ... the Holy Ghost wit- 
nesseth in every city .. . therefore 
watch, and remember, that by the 
space of three years I ceased not to 
warn everyone night and day with 
tears,” Acts 20:18, 19, 20, 21, and 31. 

“For many walk, of whom I have 
told you often, and now tell you even 
weeping, that they are the enemies 
of the cross of Christ: ...” Phil. 3:18. 
, We live in a day of hero worship. A 
day hardly passes without our papers 
carrying heroic stories of heroic men 
of war, and their daring, heroic deeds. 
Marvelous have been the stories, and 
many of them almost incredible, yet 
true. To show appreciation to such 
men, they are given the highest 
awards that a nation can bestow upon 
its men of battle, and they are shown 
that their deeds are appreciated by 
great demonstrations, parades and 
all that goes with it. They are worthy. 
They deserve our admiration and our 
appreciation, for they went through 
fire for us. It is almost amazing that 
almost every single one of these (and 
millions whose name will never reach 
the headlines) prefer that people “let 
them alone,” and quit making a 
“fuss” over them, and let them have 
quietness and rest. 

To my mind there is a great hero 
of the past (and whose work and 
words follow him). And I speak of the 
great Apostle Paul, of the spiritual 
warfare, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places, and whose weapons 
were not carnal, but mighty “through 
God” to the tearing down of strong- 
holds. To me, it seems the Apostle 
Paul should be the ministers’ “ideal” 
or “hero.” 

Lately, I have been entranced by a 
study of the Acts of the Apostles, and 
particularly the twentieth chapter 
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from which the above quotation was 
taken. Somehow, I seem unable to get 
away from those words as quoted 
above. It gives me new visions, new 
aspirations, new determinations, and 
yes, new consecration for my task of 
preaching this everlasting gospel of 
the kingdom of God, of repentance 
toward God and faith toward the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

So striking are the words “with 
tears”! Paul was not an ignoramus. 
He was not a prejudiced Gentile, but 
a Jew born in the famous free city of 
Tarsus, and educated at the feet of 
the great Gamaliel. Paul’s natural 
gifts and high-class training made 
him one of those not to be easily de- 
ceived. Yet, with his background of 
learning, when he became the “apos- 
tle to the Gentiles,” he went forth as 
a mighty evangelist - missionary 
with a burning message. He preached 
“repentance toward God and faith 
toward the Lord Jesus Christ”—with 
tears! 

With tears—this man of Tarsus, so 
consumed with the living, burning 
message of the love of God for a lost 
world, was tireless in his preaching. 
He “shewed” his listeners, and 
“taught” them publicly and from 
house to house he ceased not to 
“warn everyone”—with tears! See 
his love for lost humanity! The weep- 
ing preacher—and he had results. 

I am asking God to help me to sea- 
son my messages henceforth with 
tears. I am stirred all over with the 
thought in the above passages from 
the Acts. Paul’s ministry was not a 
cold, formal, glass-eyed business. His 
messages were moist with the heart- 
dew of divine love and tenderness. I 
fear often, as it has been sometimes 
in my own ministry, that too many of 
us ministers use the words “I tell you,” 
but are not able to add the words 
“even weeping” (Phil. 3:18). In my 
own personal experience, when I have 
first had to do much “groaning” in 
the preparations of my messages, and 
when I am making the delivery of 
that message, with tears, I can almost 
always see results from my _ efforts. 
Dead-earnestness, with tears, will 
convince the hardhearted sinner. 

Someone has said that we might as 


well throw stones at the people, as 
heartless words of wisdom. Someone 
has also said that the man who can- 
not weep over the enemies of the 
cross of Christ fails to make full proof 
of his ministry. I find that it is easy 
enough for us to weep over Our Own 
losses and our own sorrows. And I, 
personally, am praying that the in- 
terest of the Lord Jesus Christ will 
become so real to me (a lost world for 
whom He died), that I will be able to 
weep over them. 

When I was attending a Bible col- 
lege in a large city of the southern 
United States, I remember on one oc- 
casion in particular, one morning in 
the lecture hall when the principal of 
the college was making his usual 
weekly lecture to us on a vital subject 
of Christian work and the life in the 
ministry, that he became _ very 
heart-broken, and with tears he plead 
with the students before him assem- 
bled that they live an out-and-out 
life for Christ, wholly surrendered to 
the cause for which Christ gave His 
life—the salvation of the lost. I can 
still see his face, in my mind, as it 
seemed to shine with a radiance from 
the other world. 

There were students there who 
were not consecrated, and after that 
marvelous lecture, as we made our 
way to the dormitory, I remember 
making the remark to one of the fel- 
low students, “What a wonderful lec- 
ture this morning.” This student 
came back at me with words to this 
effect: “Nothing much. Those tears 
mean nothing. That’s some of Dale 
Carnegie’s stuff. Anyone can read his 
book and learn how to ‘put on’ a ‘cry’ 
in order to stir people.” But to me, 
those tears came from a heart filled 
with a yearning for those young lives 
before him, a feeling of the_responsi- 
bility that was his in molding the 
lives of his hearers so that they would 
be able to win souls for the Master. 

Paul wasn’t too big to weep! In 
fact, he was big enough to weep—he 
had a heart that was enlarged witif a 
burning love, for we hear him cry out, 
“Oh, ye Corinthians, my heart is 


opened to you!” God give us, Thy

We preachers in the State feel 
that he is among the best. He keeps 
so much interest aroused that no one 
has time to get discouraged. He is a 
great preacher and a wonderful friend 
to all the ministers. 

The state has gained six new 
churches and has over three months 
to go, in which we expect around five 
or six more. The State is divided into 
several sections and in each section we 
have one fellowship meeting each 
month. I believe the State has around 
seven or eight fellowship meetings 
each month and, Brother, when I say 
fellowship meetings, that’s what I 
mean. You should be at some of them 
and see what unity there is among 
the brethren. 

There are several churches in the 
State with large building funds, ready 
to start building soon. At least one 
nice church building has been pur- 
chased, with others looking forward 
to buying. 

The revival wave that has struck the 
State is wonderful. We have two tents 
up and another one going up in a few 
days and several of the churches in 
revivals at present and others ready 
to start. To say God is blessing is put- 
ting it mild, but we still invite your 
prayers.—C. E. Swenson, state treas- 
urer, 1065 Oliver Ave., Indianapolis 3, 
Ind.

SHAW, Miss—I am glad of the pri- 
vilege of writing to tell you how good 
God has been to me all my life.

Please pray that 
God will give me my sight in my right 
eye and give me someone to go with 
me to preach, also a way, for I know 
that there are souls dying without 
God and it cannot be long until Je- 
sus will come after His people. I want 
to help other souls to find Jesus. 
Please pray for God to have His way 
with me. I would like to hear from 
anyone who would like to write me. I 
will try my best to write each one 
who writes me.—Juanita Lett.

I was inducted into the Army April 
8, 1942. I had prayed that God would 
have His way about it and it seems 
He saw fit to put me through the test. 
I was sent to the Medical Training 
Center at Camp Grant, Ill. There I 
met some Church of God boys and 
others from the Congregational Holi- 

ess Church, a church of the same 

ith as ours. We had some wonderful 
times in prayer together down by the 
river and at church in town. 

After taking basic training I was 
sent to Fort Center in my home state, 
Michigan, so was able to be at home 
for services quite a bit. God was good. 
From there I was sent to Salinas, 
Calif. There was no Church of God 
there at that time but I went to a 
Pentecostal Church of God and was 
able to testify in their street and jail 
services. At one jail service five men 
gave their hearts to God. I was soon 
sent overseas and served in the 31st 
Station Hospital, A.P.O. 502, and was 
able, to give my testimony to many 
that I might have never met other- 
wise. I sang and prayed to God in 
their presence and a few times 
preached to them. Although I had 
some trials, when I left there I don’t 
believe I had an enemy in the crowd. 

After fourteen months a call came 
for volunteers to go to a place the 
name of which we weren’t told, and 
God spoke to me definitely to volun- 
teer, so I told them I would go. They 
sent me by plane to an island that 
was infested with elephantiasis, a dis- 
ease for which medical science has no 
cure. I was able to testify to the boys 
and some of the natives about this 
salvation. After a time I contracted 

e disease and was sent by plane to 

e States, and was sent to Kennedy 

eneral Hopsital, Memphis, Tenn. In 
Memphis I was able to attend a 
Church of God for the first time in 
twenty months and it seemed so good. 
Brother Hindmon and the people 
there were a blessing to me. I was 
then sent home for a furlough and 
went to Camp Butner, N. C. I asked 
God to direct me to the Church of God 
in Durham as there were several 
churches of that name there. I got off 
the bus and stood watching the boys 
file out. Presently a boy got off with 


@::: under his arm. “Are you going 


church?” I asked. He said, “Yes.” 
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So I said, “What church?” He said, 
“The Church of God.” I told him that 
was what I was looking for so we went 
to church. They were in a revival and 
we had a wonderful time. 

I was sent from there to Massa- 
chusetts and assigned to hospital 
training. I visited the church in Port- 
land, Maine. Brother Defino was the 
pastor. We had a good time in the 
Lord. I was transferred to Cushing 
General Hospital, just twenty-two 
miles from the church in Worcester, 
Mass., where I met Brother Thibodeau 
and Brother Casteel, both former 
Michigan ministers, and enjoyed fel- 
lowship with them and the good 
Church of God people out there. I was 
examined at the hospital and they 
gave me an honorable discharge Octo- 
ber 30, 1944, and now I am working for 
God in Michigan. I have held some 
revivals and am helping out in my 
home church. I write this to show 
what God can do. I request prayer for 
my healing and that I will be a more 
effective worker for God.
